Some cases of measles 
wore reported, but not a case of 
typhoid fever or consumption. 
The freedom of the village from 
typhoid is in great part attributed 
to the pure water supply, of which 
the larger portion of the village 
now avails itself.

Frank Cummings has received 
an order for 25,000 cloth boards, 
which will be manufactured at his 
mill at South Bethel. Since be¬ 
ginning this industry, Mr. Cum¬ 
mings has steadily increased his 
business and his orders have often 
been more than he could obtain 
lumber to fill. Besides this brancli 
of work, Mr. Cummings will man¬ 
ufacture three hundred cords of 
birch this season, and saw consid¬ 
erable long lumber and a quantity 
of shingles. I. A, Cushman is 
handling timber for Mr. Cum¬ 
mings. Considerable timber is 
being hauled to his mill from 
East Bethel and the outlook Is for 
a long season.

Last fall, the W. C. T. U. ladies 
very graciously gave to the pupils 
of the brick building, an Audubon 
Bird Chart, illustrating twenty- 
five or more of our common birds 
in their natural colors. They also 
left pamphlets that served as a 
nucleus for each teacher to plan a 
bird day eltercise for his room. e 

These “Bird Days” were gala 
days for the pupils and showed 
they have their eyes, ears, and 
hearts open to their feathered 
neighbors. 

Interest grew apace, until noth¬ 
ing would do but a bird society, so 
one was organized, known as the 
“Bethel Bird Students,” to consist 
of pupils and teachers of our public 
schools, who agree to protect our 
songbirds and their eggs, and to 
pay ten cents annually.

Perhaps 
it is not amiss to slate that if any 
one feels like contributing either 
literature or money, it will be 
gladly received by these beginners 
in bird lore. 

“Great oaks from little acorns 
grow,” and though the society of 
Bethel Bird Studonts is a very 
small acorn, yet we trust that it is 
planted in good soil and will grow 
to be a strong, useful tree.

Vow the Victim of Sleeplessness May 
Find Relief. 

The immediate cause of insomnia is 
abnormal activity of the brain, which 
draws an undue amount of blood to 
that organ. 

Cold feet usually accompany a heat¬ 
ed brain. To re-establish normal con¬ 
ditions the tension must be removed 
and the blood drawn from the brain to 
the extremities, thus equalizing circu¬ 
lation. 

A scientist who studies brain fag rec¬ 
ommends gymnastic exercise to pre¬ 
cede repose. The following exercises, 
each repeated several times, are rec¬ 
ommended: 

Standing uoiunally, inhale slowly. 
Vigorously stretch the arms out hori¬ 
zontally from the shoulders, energiz¬ 
ing them to the finger tips. At the 
same time rise on the balls of the feet. 

After remaining motionless for a few 
moments slowly relax the arms, return 
to the normal poise and exhale. Stretch 
the arms in front of the body and re¬ 
peat the exercise; also stretch them di¬ 
rectly upward and repeat. 

Unite the three movements of the 
arms, raising them horizontally, for¬ 
ward and upward, rising on the balls 
of the feet, inhaling and exhaling as 
before. 

Next stand with the weight on one 
foot. Extend the other a long step di¬ 
agonally forward, touching the toe to 
the ground. Partially transfer the 
weight to the forward foot, at the same 
time bend that knee as much as possi¬ 
ble and raise the heel high from the 
ground, keeping the whole of the back 
| foot on the ground until this position 
of tiie bent knee and the raised heel of 
the forward leg Is firmly taken.

Everyone is busy these days, 
not excepting firemen.

small portion that is required for 
county use. As a matter of fact 
the farmer who has a $2000 farm, 
pays some $5.00 into the State 
treasury, and about every cent 
of this is returned to his own 
town in school money, so that it 
will be .well for the farmer to 
figure a little before proclaiming 
himself overtaxed by our legisla¬ 
tion, for two-thirds of our farmers 
pay nothing into the State. This 
tax question is an intricate one, 
and no doubt needs careful atten¬ 
tion, but if it is thoroughly under¬ 
stood, many of the promulgated 
grievances will be found imagin¬ 
ary, The average State tax paid 
by towns is about 69 cents on each 
$1000 of valuation, and the wild 
lands of the State pay an average 
of $ 2,75 for every $1000 valuation 
placed on them. It is thus seen 
that the average citizen in our 
town pays but a very small amount 
if anything, for the use of the 
State. The serious point of the 
tax problem seems to be to get at 
all the taxable property; to make 
the burdens of taxation equal, so 
that corporations shall pay their 
share, and personal property be 
made to bear its relative propor¬ 
tion. This appears to be the fruit¬ 
ful field for effort.

ROAD IMPROVEMENT. j 

BEHIND THE TIMES. 

la *Iie Matter ot Roads Tilts Country 
Is a Back Number, 

Governoi' Rollins of New Hampshire j 
in a recent address on the value of im¬ 
proved highways said -that the prog¬ 
ress of the national life was indicated 
by the roads. The progress of the peo- ' 
pie in arts and sciences is indicated by 
roads. We are becoming a little vain¬ 
glorious, we people of this century. 
We believe that we are up to date, but 
when we come to the subject of roads 
we are far behind the times. 

Governor Rollins dwelt upon the 
character of the highways of the Ro¬ 
man empire, Even today in every 
part of. the world where Rome had a 
foothold, he said, traces are left of the 
wonderful roads. When Rome began 
to decline, road building was stopped. 

It has only been of recent date, be 
continued, that good roads began to 
show themselves in England and in 
Scotland. The progress and strength 
of the English people have been coin¬ 
cident with the building of good roads. 
•The governor advocated a plan to open 
up the rural sections of New England 
by the construction of paths and lanes 
leading to picturesque spots, winding 
in and out of wooded districts and se¬ 
cluded places, forming a sort of inex¬ 
pensive park system. 

The good roads movement in this 
country is only of very recent date, 
and the bicycle is chiefly responsible 
for the agitation and beginning of the 
work. The best roads are those about 
great cities, because of tbe accumula¬ 
tion of wealth there, yet the people 
who need them most are the farmers. 
The people in big cities think that they 
are heavily taxed, but proportionately 
they are lightly taxed in comparison 
with the farmers. 

The speaker discussed the plan for 
good roads recently put into operation 
in New Jersey, where the abutters pay 
10 per cent, the county one-third and 
the state the remainder of the cost. 
The result, he said, is that the state is 
being converted into a network of fine 
roads. The governor gave a number of 
statistics with relation to the greater 
revenue to be derived by the farmer by 
hauling his merchandise over good 
roads. 

With regard to the construction of 
roads Governor Rollins said that care 
should be exercised in location and at¬ 
tention paid to conditions. In the next 
25 years there is going to be an unprec¬ 
edented activity in road building. 

STATE AID FOR ROADS. 

WSy the Farmer Should Not, Unaid¬ 
ed, Build Highways. 

The exact ratio of value between 
farm and city property is not known, 
but more than one-half of the taxable 
property in Minnesota is in the cities 
and villages, with a continual tenden¬ 
cy, as the state grows older, to increase 
the value of city property as compared 
with the value of farm property, says 
A. B. Choate. In some of the eastern 
states the proportion of state taxes 
) paid by the farmers to that paid hy the 
owners of city property is very small 
indeed. 

The bearing which this has upon the 
question of state aid is very apparent, 
for if the farmers are required to pay 
taxes on their proportionately very 
small amount of property to improve 
the long stretches of country roads, 
while the city people pay only enough 
taxes ou their great wealth to improve 
the roads within the city limits, it will 
be necessary that the road taxes levied 
upon farm property sliail he very much 
heavier Si proportion to the value of 
that property than the road taxes upon 
city property. Without any attempt at 
accuracy, because the exact proportion 
Is not known, the accompanying facts 
show this inequality. With so much 
money and with much less territory 
the cities have a very unfair advantage 
over country districts. 

| The country roads never have been, 
i ought not to be and never will be ira- 
j proved at the sole expense of the farm¬ 
ing property. It is absolutely impossi¬ 
ble for t!ie farmers to do it. Since the 
whole state is interested in the im¬ 
provement of all the roads and since 
the city people are interested in and 
anxious to have the country roads im¬ 
proved, it would he fair to levy a tax 
on all the property in the state for the 
Improvement of the roads. This is 
what is meant by state aid, It is very 
similar to the plan now in operation 
whereby the state contributes to the 
expense of country schools. The state, 
you know, does not undertake to con¬ 
duct the country district schools, but 
it does say that if any school district 
shall run a school of a certain charac¬ 
ter a certain number of months in the 
year the state will contribute to'the ex¬ 
pense,

It was my good fortune recently, ; 
writes. H. Hayward in The National • 
Stockman, to spend the night in Ches¬ 
ter county with perhaps the most sue- , 
cessful old fashioned private dairyman j 
in the state, a man using modern, up ( 
to date methods in his farming while 
still using tiie same methods in making 
bis blitter that were in vogue 40 years | 
ago, and which have done so much to . 
make Chester county butter famous 
tbe world over. That bis butter is f 
good is evinced by the fact that all the 
butter bo can make from a high grade 
herd of 30 cows commands a price of ’• 
32 cents a pound. Butter from his i 
dairy at the Pennsylvania Dairy un- , 
ion’s meeting last winter scored 90 
points. This is still another proof that 
just as good butter can be made in a 
private dairy as ip a creamery, but the 
sad fact still remains that it is sel¬ 
dom so. 

Like most dairymen in that famous 
county of Chester, he is blessed with a ; 
never failing spring of pure cold wa- , 
ter. The milk is brought from the 
barn and strained into large, shallow 
pans which will hold a single milking 
and still not be filled more than four 
inches in depth. Under the pans is 
cold spring, water, which quickly cools 
the milk and maintains it at a constant 
temperature. 

When the cream is skimmed, the 
milk is clabbered. The cream is put 
into the cream can afid set in cold wa-, 
ter until enough has been gathered for 
the churning, which is done three 
times a week, while the skimmilk is 
made into a very fine quality of cot¬ 
tage cheese, which commands a price 
as much higher than that paid for ordi¬ 
nary cottage cheese as the price his 
butter commands is above the market 
price. One reason no doubt why he 
still uses the old shallow pan rather 
than a separator is the fact that the 
skimmilk containing a little more fat 
than would remain in separator skim¬ 
milk makes a finer quality of cottage 
cheese, which more than makes good 
any loss that may occur in skimming. 
Still he claims that his butter, by be¬ 
ing made in the “good old fashioned 
way,” has better grain, and that he 
does not have to work It so much to 
get the same results as with the sepa¬ 
rator process. 

The cream is churned in an old fash¬ 
ioned horizontal barrel churn that has 
been in use GO years, and, judging by 
its appearance, it is good for 60 more. 
Tbe butter is salted by the “handful” 
instead of by weight and Is worked 
twice. It is all printed In round prints, 
wrapped in parchment paper and is 
sent three times a week to market. 

Potatoes For Cows. 

The editor of the Michigan Farmer 
comments on Vie theoretical value of 
carrots, sugar beets and ordinary beets 
as feed for stock and, remarking that 
he has no personal experience in feed¬ 
ing either, asks whether potatoes can¬ 
not he substituted for these roots, al¬ 
leging that the potatoes are much more 
easily grown and would therefore be 
more generally used as stock feed if 
they are as good as the roots named. 
There are in these statements so many 
erroneous ideas that we feel moved to 
reply. It is not, we think, true that 
potatoes can be more easily or cheaply 
grown than beets, either sugar or the 
common fodder varieties. So the prem¬ 
ises of the question of substitut¬ 
ing one for the other fail. An acre of 
beets or, what are as good, mangel 
wurzeis, will yield three to five times 
as much weight as most acres of pota¬ 
toes. And for feeding to cows, at least, 
and we think for other stock also, tlje 
beets are far preferable. Carrots ate 
harder to grow than either beets or 
potatoes, as they require more baud 
work in weeding while small. But an 
acre of carrots will so far outyield the 
potatoes that the money cost per bush¬ 
el is less for the carrots. 

Packing; Butter. 

The firkins or tubs should be made 
of white oak and new. They are soak¬ 
ed in coid water for 12 hours, While the 
butter Is waiting for the final working, 
then ate soaked In boiling water, rinsed 
and rubbed with fine salt on the inside. 
The butter is then packed in layers of 
three inches, with salt lightly sprinkled 
over each, says The Country Gentle¬ 
man, The pail or tub is then filled to a 
quarter of an inch of the top, and a 
clean hew cover of cheesecloth is laid 
' oh the butter. This cover should Be an 
inch larger each yay than the tub, 
leavitg a margin to be turned over. 
The cloth is covered with fine salt, and 
the edge of the cloth is turned over it, 
The pail is then even full, ho Air space 
left The cover, previously treated as 
the tub has been. Is laid on and fasten¬ 
ed down securely, Butter well made 
i and thus packed as soon iis made and 
kept in a cool, clean place will keep six 
months or even a year and come out as 
good as—to some tastes better than— 

■ when it was packed.

d some other smooth surface. Do this 
S with a hard boiled egg, and the egg 
d will rise and spin on its end if you spin 
^ it fast enough. But a raw egg, no mat¬ 
ter how fast you spin it, will never rise 
a on end. It will only spin on its side 

- and not much there. The liquid in a 
i ra ' nr c ss, by its Impact on the sides, 

prevents it rising on end. 

Here is another plan of distinguish¬ 
ing a hard boiled egg from a raw one. 

- Take each of the two eggs and tie it 
t across and across with a piece of tape. 
t Insert a piece of string beneath the 
^ tape at the end of each egg so that 

they may be readily suspended. Now 
I twist the strings round and round, re- 
3 volving the eggs, and let go. The hard 
3 boiled egg will spin round and, wind- 
I ing the string up again the other way, 
will, when the impetus is exhausted, re- 
i veise and spin round the other way, 
i and so on until it comes to a standstill. 

. Not so the raw egg. which will simply 
i wiiggle itself free of the twist and 
hang quite passive. The inertia of the 
liquid in the £gg overcomes the tenden¬ 
cy to revolve imparted by the tension 
of the string. 

Here is an experiment with a sucked 
egg—that is, an empty eggshell from 
which the contents have been with¬ 
drawn. Make the hole somewhat 
large and by means of a folded paper 
introduce into it a little quicksilver 
and close the hole by securely gum¬ 
ming a piece of paper over it. 

If you now stand the egg at the top 
of a sloping board, lay the egg on its 
side and release it, it will turn a series 
of somersaults in runniug down the 
slope. Also, on account of the weight , 
of tiie quicksilver, you cannot make 
the egg lie down at any time without 
holding it. It is, in fact, a sort of imp . 
bottle, like the little toys which are 
sold at the conjuring shops. 

Au egg—that is, a complete egg, not < 
the empty shell, such as we have just e 
been using—will sink in water. But it . 
will float id strong brine, made by add- ‘ 
j ln S to cold water as much salt as will 1 
dissolve in it. Cold water will dissolve ‘ 
a little more salt than hot. i 

If we mix a solution of salt with c 
some pure water, trying the egg in it 
from time to time, we can obtain a 
mixture having the same specific gravi¬ 
ty as the egg, and in this water we 
can make the egg float by a little cafe 1 
at any particular spot 1
